New Delhi, the 6th December 1961 

No. WB-20 (9)/61.— The Government of India have decided 
to set up a Commission to study the question of bonus to 
workers in industrial employments and to make suitable recom- 
mendations. The composition of the Commission will be as 
follows:—

2. The terms of reference of the Commission will be as 
follows:— 

(1) To define the concept of bonus and to consider. In re- 
lation to industrial employments, the question of pay- 
ment of bonus based on profits and recommend prin- 
ciples for computation of such bonus and methods of 
payment. 

NOTE.— The term '‘industrial employments'’ will in dude 
employment in the private sector and in establishments 
in the public sector not departmentally run and which 
compete with establishments in the private sector. 

(2) To determine the extent to which the quantum of 
bonus should be influenced by the prevailing level of 
remuneration. 

(3) (a) To determine what the prior charges should be 
in different circumstances and how they should be cal- 
culated. 

(b) To determine conditions under which bonus pay- 
ments should be made unit wise, industry wise, and 
industry-cum-region wise, 

(4) To consider whether the bonus due to workers, beyond 
a specified amount, should be paid in the form of 
National Saving Certificates or in any other form. 

(5) To consider whether there should be lower limits 
irrespective of losses In particular establishments, and 
upper limits for distribution in one year and. If so, 
the manner of carrying forward profits and losses over 
a prescribed period. 

(6) To suggest an appropriate machinery and method for 
the settlement of bonus disputes, 

(V) To make such other recommendations regarding matters 
concerning Bonus that might be placed before the 
Commission on an agreed basis by the employers* 
(including the public sector) and the workers' repre- 
sentatives.
